The Direction of His Obsequies Will

Tlie Military Di8|)lay Will Kival any

liuitMN, April 21. — Tlie death of (icneral 
Von .Molllio, altliough not entirely unex- 
pected, oNviiij; lo Ilia .idviiiiced age, was a 
great shock in court and military circles. 
Uowas loved and . respeoied, not only by 
all who cumo in actual contact with him, 
but by the people of every class und rank in 
the Cerman empire. Uerliii and eveiy pari 
of the realm where the news of Ida death 
has reiu'.heil is in deepest mouniiiig over the 
aad event. The direction of his obsei]iii(!j 
will uniliiuliledly lie (aaaumed by llie 
(joveriiini'iil. la view of the fact lliat Ihc 
Ivaiaer i^ kiiovvn lo have the highest reg trd 
for the deceased warrior it is expected that 
his luneral will not be wanting ni anything 
to make it ii litting close to tiie great 
blrati'gial's career. Tlie militiiry display 
will probably riv.il any siiniiar (lemouatra- 
tion of inodoru times. Tho death of Von 
Moltkc removes tho greatest soldier o! 
I'airoiie. "The most wundoi fill strategist 
of modern times," says Gen. Wolacley, ol 
I'lngland ; " none ever excelled him." 
An imposing tigure, uii unforgetable 
ohuruct< r in that giuat contiuentul com- 
bat which changed tho map of Europe 



and realized the dream of a consolidated 
Cierinun eu.pire. He was conceded by all 
tho most illuslrious military critics of tho 
world to be the iiio.st perfect jjcraoniiieation 
of the trained comm ind ;r of vaat bodies of 
troops. Am a discijjliiuirian he was match- 
leas. No .single feat in military nnniils can 
equal hi,s alumsl liglitning-like inobilizLttion 
of the three divi?ioiia of ilie (ioi inun army 
on the French tiuiitiir in 1S70, the lirst 
army under Ceu. Steiniiieiz, tlie second un- 
der Prince Frederick Charles and the third 
under the then crown prince 

During the retirement of liLa Inter years, 
and especi.tlly since the dcaLli of l.ia wife

Prince 
Nicholas of Nassau has solicited his step- 
brother, the Grand Duke of Luxemburg, to 
have his wife, the Countess Mercmberg and 
her daughters raised to tho rank of Prin- 
cesses of Nassau. The (Jrand Duke has le- 
fused to comply with the re<[uest on the 
ground that none but persons of royal or 
princely descent should be Princesses of 
Nassau. The Czar has detorniined not to 
declare the marriage involid, as ho at first 
intended, but only to banish the Grand 
Duke Michael from Russia. He is said to 
be much softened by the sad death of his 
aunt by marriage, the Grand Duchess Olga, 
and tli^it at an early date he may permit 
Michael to return to Russia.

The (Jcrmaii imperial eommissionor in 
East Africa, has inlrodnced a new levy in 
the form of shooting fees. One hundred 
l upee.s is to bo exacted for the first elephant 
shot; two hundred and fifty for each suc- 
ceeding elephant, and fifty for eiich rhino* 
cerod. The object is to prevent tho exter- 
mination of Ihe animals.

THE SaYWARD case. 

Adjonrned Until October Owing: to tbe Illness 
of Ono of tho Judges. 

Wasih.s-cton, April 25.— Tho Supreme 

Court of the United Slatea has postponed 
the bearing of the .Sayward ciise until 
October, owing to the illnesa of Mr. JuBtice 
liradley, tlio full bench being required to 
hear u case of such importance. The 
Attornoy-Gsneral's brief for the United 
States will probably be submitted on Mon- 
day. The argument will hold that 
the Alaska cour t having jur sdiot'on 
over tbe otyeiico alleged and over the claim- 
ant by voluntary appeiranco, its finding 
tluit seal killing was eommitted within the 
jnrisiliclion of tho United States, is conclu- 
sive, and cannot be impeached. On the other 
hide, counsel for the Canailiaii potilioners, 
in their argument for gran iiig the writ, 
contend that the issuing of writs of prohibi- 
tion is part of the appell ite jiii is licliou of 
the Suprenif (lourl of the United .States, 
and that it must revise and review the |)ro- 
eei'iliiig.-j of the inferior court of tho ad- 
iniraky. it is also maiiitiiined llmt by the 
recognized principles of intcriialion il war 
the territorial waters of each nation and its 
nuMiicip il jurisdiction on the high seas is 
limited to three miles or one marine leagu j 
from the shore. The United .St ites, it. is 
insisted, have uniformly insietod on this 
rule, while the .Sayward was;i)i) miles from 
land, whnn seized, and was therefore exempt 
from the jurisdiction of tho United Statts, 
its laws and its courts.

Portugal Escaped War for the Pres- 
ent by STirreaderlngr;\' to 
Eiifjlantl's DeiSauds^ 



The Decision Gives liupulsn to tlio 
Loan Which a Freucli Com- 
pany Is Advanciiiff. 



London, April 25. — Portugal has escaped 
'War for ^ho present by surrendering to 
England's demands. As stated in those 
deip'itulu's, la t Tuesdiiy, Loi'd Salisbury 
prepared to defend Eiigliiud's claims in 
Africa by force, leaving Portugal to accept 
such as a dechinitiou of ivar, if slie should 
see fit. Tlio couise of Portugal iu refusing 
admission by the Pungwe .route to. the in- 
tending passengers of the Pioneer Line 
river steamers, was clearly a violation of 
the Anglo-Portugucsa ugreenient, which 
guarantees free navigation of rivers and 
rights of transit through Poriii- 
guese territory. The Pioneer Line 
includes Americana in its owner- 
ship, and hud orgniized a service 
of river steamers ami wug^jons from Bcrai 
to Fort Salisbury, iu Maslionuland. 'i'wn 
hundred and fifty settlers for the Mashoiia 
gold fields wore to have (uken advantage of 
this route to-day, the .2uth, but tlie Portu- 
guese endeavored ' to prevent this. Ihe 
capture of the steamer Countess of Gamar 
von also closed navigation on the Limpopo. 
■ Lord Salisbury determined that the Puugivo 
ahoulid be opened, and the Anglo-American 
steamship line protected in the navigation 
of its waters. Then the Portuguese Govern- 
ment gave in rather than fight. Ma^sikesse 
U by tliis time probably in the bands of the 
Portuguese, the British South Africa com- 
pany iMving instructed the guard whloli 
they at ilioiicil there ro retire as soon us a 
suflici- nt force of I'ortiigiie^o should arrive 
to protect European properly from depreda 
tiou of the natives. 

The draft uf the new convention with 
Great liritain, nn Afiiciiu all'aira, will be 
laid l)efore tlie Portuguese Cort a on Mon- 
day next. It is believed that itwillbo sub- 
stantially approved. At any rate, (ireal 
Britain will olTer no better terms. 

The patience disphiyed by Great liritain, 
imder the aggrcision of the Portuguese, ap- 
pears to have encouraged the lioera lo simi- 
lar at'gri ssion. Expeilition.s have liecn or- 
ganized in the Transvaal to enter Mushoiia- 
land and found a nnw lioer republic in the 
territory of the British .South Africa Com- 
pany. Upon the fads liuconiiiif; Unown un 
Imperial proclamation was at onc.i issued, 
deolnriug that any attonipt to establish an 
autonomous govcrnnieiit iu that country 
would be rigarded as an aggression against 
British suzerainty, and an iiifringement of 
the rights of the IJritish .South Airica Com- 
pany, and would be resisted. Since tliis 
proclimiai ion the Boer leaders' have deter- 
mined to give up any idea, of a hew repub- 
lic. 

Tlio news that Portugal had decided not 
to offer armed resistance to Great Britain 
has given an impulse to the new Portugese 
loan of £10,000,000, which a French 
company is advancing on the security of 
the tobacco monopoly. The: arronj^ement 
is a costly one for Portugal-, as the tobacco 
monopoly is worth about £1,000,000 
annually. Portugal is paying the -penalty 
for defaulting a former loan negotiated many 
years ago ; and r.epudiated, on ^the . pretext 
that ':it -'had been 'issaed '.bjrVa.'Usiurpuig 
government. When Portugal went to Paris 
to borrow money this time, the holders of 
tbo repudiated lionda i)osted up notices all 
over the city and employed sandwich men 
to carry siuidar notices, denouncing 
Portugal as a defaulting government. To 
shut their mouths they are to receive a 
small amount of the new loan. 



THE MEW YORK MUEDER: 

The Police Still at Fault, AUhonsrli' Several 
Arrests Have Been Hade— Scotland 
Tnrd OfQcials.Xziiltlntr- 

New Yokk, April 21. — The woman mur- 
dered in the Enat River h(jtel lias been 
identified by Mary Harrington, who keeps 
a lodging bouse iu Olive street, as Carrie 
Brown. 

At. 10 o'clock,' to-night, two detectives ar- 
rested a young Frenchman who is called 
' ' Frenohy. " It lis claimed that Frenchy " 
was seen -with the Brown woman on Thurs- 
day nijht at about 10 o'clock. This he 
strenuously denies. 

Altogether, the police up to inidniglit 
had arrested four men auvl seven women 
who are supposeil to be able to throw light 
upon tlio matter. 

The police are .straining every nerve to 
apprehend the ii.urdercr. Pour central 
ofiice detectives have been detailed to aid 
the w.trd detectives |[in iho matter, and ii 
search is being iiia'.ie of all the down town 
lodging houses to ascertain whether .my 
stranger had taken a room subaeipient to 
the ])erpri:tution of the butchery. I'liu 
woman has been posil ively identified aa au 
all-night rounder of many years atanding. 

The Scotland Yard oiHcials are exulting 
over the fact tint Inspector Byrnes, whoso 
criticism on the London police still rankle.i 
in the bosoms of those tunctionarios, has 
now an opportunity to exercise bis powers 
in a direction which has baflled the Lou- 
doners. It is expected that if the real 
Ripper is in the city he will speedily mako 
his presence known by committing one of 
the crimes for wliicb he is so distinguished.

NbW YoBK, April 25.— Tho police this 
afternoon made the startling discovery iu 
the " Jack the Ripper " case that Carrie 
Brown, alias " .Sliakeapearc," who lust night 
was said to bo the murdered wom'in, was 
alive and well. \V ho the dead woman is 
cjinnot be learnoil, though it is known that 
for two years past she has been one of the 
great army of outcast.s wlio frequent the 
fourth ward. A clue aa to the murderer 
which seems to be as direct as any yet re- 
vealed, conies from the Glenmore hotel, 
in Chatham square.

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STRONG TALK INDULGED IN. 



Capt. Scott Tells the "Plain Facts" 
of ills Trouble With tlie Coast 
Seaiuon's Uuion. 



Threats Were Made to Compel The 
Bngrlish Crew of the West Indian 
To Leave the Ship. 



A San Francisco dispatch publialiccl in 
the Colonist aoveral days ago, stated tliat 
the entire crew of the atciimer West Indian 
had deserted, the captain declining to pay 
the wa^ea on the scale adopted by the Coast 
Seamen's Union. • ■ ■ 

Capt. S. F. Scott, the master of the 
steamer referred to, has a very different 
account of the trouble with the Union, 
which doliiycd the steamer for one day only 
in S:m Francisco. Wlien usl<ed by a 
Colonist nmn yesterday for full particulars, 
the captain, who is an old Victoriun and 
has hundreds of friends here, replied : 
*' Well, since untrue yarns are alioat about 
us, I guess it would be just as well if I set 
things right. I'll tell you the plain facts, 
And you can publish as much or as little as 
you see fit. In the first place all my men 
were under three years' articles, and had no 
wish to leave the ship or intention to do so. 
They were satisfied with me, the ship and 
the wages. Some of the Union people came 
uboard while we were at Situ Franoiaco, and 
wanted the men to leave mej and when they 
refused, told them that if the didn't 
they would split their heads open and 
'throw them overboard. In fact they 
told my own son that he'd better 'leave if 
ho didn't want his liead solit Open. The 
eliip's conipiiny reported tliis to me, and I 
told tlicm tlwt apliliing heads was a two- 
handed game ; if anyone interfered with 
them or atlenipled lo carry out their threats 
made, they would be pertectly justified in 
resorting to any means al, hand lo defend 
themselves. I tnUl them, too, that as far 
as I could I woulil ilefenil them, to the best 
of my ability, wliiuh I prep.ired to do. 
Tlien I onlei-ud the Union people olF the 
ship, and informed tliein that when I 
retjuired any favor.i or udvica on how to niii 
my ship I'd call for them. In the mean- 
time I wanted it distinctly uiul. rstood that 
I wouldn't discharge any iiuiii ilint wanted 
to slay with me, and particularly those 
whose families were living in Kiiglund and 
drawing half-pay. It was unfair to a^U it. 
The Union nioii ilien commenced to indulge 
in unparliamentary language and I put 
them off. Tlie same night fourofniymen dis- 
appeared, I don't know how. They may 
have been knocked on the head aud toased 
overboard for all I know. I was obliged 
to fill their places, which I did by 
shipping four non-union men, although 
the Union tried to prevent me, nntl then I 
■ailed. "I'm the quietest nmn in the 
world if I'm treated lialf deceiitly, but I 
■don't; like the sort of treatment indulged in 
by the San Fr.ineisco unionists, and . u it's 
continued I'm afraid th" union men will 
discover that I can sboir Bght just as well 
M ever." 

The West Indian's permanent engagement 
in the Cahfui nia-British Columbia trade is 
very probuble. When Capt. Scott loft hero 
on his initial trip, he did not know but 
what he would have to return in hallast. 
On the contrary, he had a full cargo and 21 
passengers up, and has freight charters to 
nil his ship' on her next trip. The West 
Indian discharges cargo at Vancouver and 
Nanaimo, aud sails again for San Francisco 
&om the latter place on May Ist. She is 
now armed with British cettiGcates, San 
Francisco underwriters' certificates aud 
American - Government certificates, which 
will put her on an equal footing with the 
best ships on the coast. She is an ex- 
tremely stroDg built vessel, having tliree 
decks, and is double plated in lier amid- 
ships section, giving additional strength. 
According to the report of pas- 
« sengcrs and crew , she is an 
excellent ¥ca boat. Her freight capacitj' is 
2,350 tons, and ."he has provision for 62 
first class passengers, while she can be 
fitted up to c<rry 000 to GOO steerage, her 
upper decks b .-ing pierced with ports. As 
stated previously she was built by the 
West Indi 111 I'acitio Sieam3hi[) Co., of 
Liverpool, whose reputation is well known, 
to run regularly between Liverjjool, New 
Orleans ami the West lu'lies with mails, 
passengers and freight. Her ncord is such 
that there has inner been the smallest 
claim for damaged cargo or accident of any 
sort during the twenty years siio has been 
in service. Capt. Scott, her commander, is 
a native of Portland, St. John, N. R. Ho 
left lionie about fifteen years ago, since 
which he has been making voyages from 
England to almost all parts of the world 
under both sail and steam. Mrs. Scott, 
who accompanies him on all his voyages, is 
also a native of, the Maritime provinces, 
beiug born in Halifax, N.'S. .

A PRECEDENT. 



To THE EiJiTOit ;— In the Times of this 
evening there appeiir.s what purports to bo 
Collector Ibadshaw's reason for the seizure 
aud fining of llio tug Lome for its towing 
of an American vessel to an American port 
while Baid vessel is engaged in coastwise 
business. I am not coiiViirEant with the 
particulars of Mr. Bradshaw'8 action in 
fining the Lome §400, but there ia one 
thing I do know. 

In November, 187S, the tug Alexander, 
then owned by the McAlister Bros., ijickcd 
up an Americau ship called the Josephus, 
some twelve miles W.N.W. of Capo Flat- 
tery. Tliis vessel was bound from Son 
I'Vancisco to Seattle. When the Alex- 
ander and hor tow arrived at Port 
Townsend she ■ was seized and a 
fine of §800 unpoaed, the thencolloctor hold- 
ing tho same views as the present Fort 
Townsend collector. The owners naturally 
objected^to pay, this fine. Instead, bonds 
were givea until such time as the Treasury 
department at Washington was heard from, 
and as large bodies take along time to move, 
so it was quite a while beforei^nything again 
was beard about ^the nutter.'. However, as 
everything must come- to an' end, so did 
this. Some tliree' years later the Alexander 
was then owned by Dunsniair Diggle & Co. 
She was at Port Townsend, Mr. Bash, 
the then collector, informed mo 
that the iiiifcter touching the Alexander had 
been gone into, and all that was wanting to 
settle the mutter was for me to state 
whether tlie Josephus was nearer to the 
American shore than she was to Vancouver 
Island. I replied that the Josephus, when 
she was picked up, was more than twelve 
miles from any shore, ami, to make a long 
story short, the Alexander was released 
without being fined. I take it from that, 
that the department at \A ashington was 
satisfied that there was no international law 
infringed, so I presume tho Lome's case is 
similar to the Alexander's. Collector 
Bracl.sluiw can ascertain whether the case of 
the Alexnnder ia the last on which a de- 
cision has been given. a 
Yours itaithfully, 
H • ...

rilE EAST AFRICAN IMBROOLW. 

Portugal is again making tiouhle in Knsc- 
ern Africa. The policy wliich that nation 
is pursuing in that part of the world is that 
of the dog in the munger. The Portuguese 
have occupied a strip of the African coast 
for ceritttriea. Thoy haVo not formed a sin- 
gle colony there that is of tho slightest im- 
portance. Tliey have not iiiiprovod the 
country at all, and they have not elevated 
the natives in the le:iat. Tlie native popula- 
tion havo,indeed,done more to uincivilizo the 
Portuguese settlors than the Portuguese Eet- 
tlera have dohe to civilize the natives. 
Neither Portugal nor Africa has been in the 
sliglitest degree beiiciiitod by tlio settle- 
ment oi the Portuguese on the east coast of 
that continent. Yet the Portuguese are ex- 
ceedingly jealous of the men of any other 
nation who settle in the region of the in- 
terior adjoining their settlements. They 
lay claim to sovereignty over territory 
wliieli they never occupied and wliieh tliey 
have done absolutely nothing to improve. 

The British South African Gom^ay last 
year sent an expedition into Mftshonaland. 
They had received from tho native King of 
that country, Lobengula, leave to make a 
road into the country, and to settle in it 
for the purpose of carrying on mining and 
other operations. In conformity with the 
terms of this " concession " an expedition 
imder the connnand of Lieut-Colonel Penne- 
father entered the Mashonaland from Kim-; 
berly. It was composed of pioneers, police 
and soldiers. It was someivliat more than 
-semi-military. ciirJohn Willoiigliby aeeom- 
panied, or rather followed, the expedition 
us Stair Oflicer. Ifis account of "How 
we occupied Mashonaland " ia to be 
found in tho April iDumber , al the 
Fortnightly Review. It is exceedingly in- 
teresting. He describes Mushonaland us a 
country abounding in natural wealth. The 
soil is '.-xcoeiliiigly fertile, capable of pro- 
ducing everything tlu'-i cm lie rai.sijd ia a 
warm climate ; tlio pasturage is excellent, 
and the area of . land fitted for stouk raising 
is immense. The climate is pleasant and 
exceedingly healthy, and the miners who 
accompanied the expedition ure fpiite satis- 
fied with their prospects. Though tliis 
rich country has I)een for huudrcda of years 
within arm's length of the Portuguese on 
the coast, without' their having made the 
slightest effort to develop its resources, yet, 
as soon as they eee the .South Africa Com- 
pany attempting to settle it and to make 
some use of its great wealth, they become 
nxeeodingly angry and do' their bost to ob- 
iitriict tlioir prf)L're!ii, 

Sir John gives the results of the hundreds 
of years of occupation of a .strip of tlie aca 
coast in a few pithy Bcntences. Ho Says : 

" Beyond estal)ll3liing jir'sts at Tete and 
Zuml)o', on tho Ziimbcsi, thoy havo XVaiWi 
mere occupiers of the sea const lit Quil- 
limanc, Mozambique, hofllla, Ueira, Inliaiu- 
bane and Delagoa Hay, etc., tliere miUing 
such profits as tliey could by encouraging 
tho slave tr.ade and by tho sale of tlie vilest 
of intoxicating liquors to the natives. It is 
well-known that Teto and Zumbo are hot- 
beds of slavery, under tho auspices of so- 
called Portuguese subjects, a sot of degraded 
half-caste raseals, who would disgrace any 
civilized nation, and yot whom the Portu- 
guese (joverunient, for roasbnsbest known to 
itself, has thought fit to acknowledge as its 
subjects. It ia no secret, that, on tliia 
coast, open encou^agetnenfa1# given to the 
slave trafBc, by means of Arab' dhows, 
wliici) for a consideration are allowed to fly 
tlie Poi tuguese Hag, and thus protect them- 
selves from being searclieil liy the ISrilisli 
cruisers, eiiij)loye<l for llio suppression of 
the Mln.vo liade.' ' It sijems abiiust a cliar.ic- 
teristic of the race to I'eniain in lii/.y idli.'- 
ness until a temporary spirit of jealous 
activity i i bliunilat.'tl, by llie apprui.cli of 
civiliz itio'i under a ni'): o ciU .'i pi-isim; llaj;. 
Then, and only then, are the so.ealleil 
Portii;iue-!e reiirc-eni utives stirred to the 
formal ion <if nonjiiial trading stations on 
the ouisliii-is of llic country to which tliey 
intend to lay i.'laini. 

Sir .John Willoughby is not tho only man 
who gives this charauter to the assertorB of 
Portugese sovereignty in eastern Africa, 
livery one who has come in contact with 



them destt'ihcs thorn iu the same way. Thoy 
are la?y, ignorant, immoral and arrogant 
semi-barbarians. These arc tho men who 
are trying to stir up strife botwoen (lre-.it 
IJritaiii and Portugal, and it appt-ai-.s that 
there is quite a liu'go parly in PDrlugul 
who aro ready to cspousa thair cause. 

Tho immediate cause of the present diffi- 
culty is the rofu.sal ofthePorluguese auth'jr- 
ities to navigate the IViigiwer River, by 
v.-hicli ^laslinu'.ilaud c:ui bo reached much 
more easily than by tlie laud route IVoiii 
Iviniberly. \Ye see that tho writer of the 
article, iti the IToctnightly, Colonel Willough- 
by, not Having received pdrmisaion to go \i'p 
the river, aftwr olTering to pay all dues, at- 
tcniptod to do so witliout leave, itia steam- 
ers were lircd upon, seized, and the crews, 
sixteen in number, inipriaoned. This 
brought matters toacriais and prompt ac- 
tion was taken by the. British Governmoiit. 
Lord Salisbury will stand no trifling. Tho 
British have gone uito Mashonaland toatiiy, 
and it will take a stronger nation than Por- 
tugal to drive them oat. 

SLIGHT DISTUMBANGES. 

There are some who aeom to think that 
the trouble in India is s»rious, There are, 
in that country, two cdvisea of disturbance 
— the insurrection in Moiiipur and tho 
agitation in Heuare.s. 

It is not likely that the little war in 
Munipur will amount to more than a nure 
local ^isturbaJice. The district is not large 
and the resources of its inhabilauts uro not, 
by any means, extensive. The people are 
apparently not moro than half civilized, and 
there aro not many cf them. The li.st 
census sliowed that thoy nuiid.er only 
■221,070. They aro divided into tribes, 
which appear to be oontioually at war with 
ouch other. The Government, to ludp one 
of the chiefs, not long ago mada him a 
present of some rifles, a couple of f-uiall 
cannon and some annnunition. These 
were the arms, it appears, that were uteil 
to destroy t lie residence of the Commi.ssioncr 
and to nias-iaere his unsuspicious escort. 
There does not appear to bo any sympathy 
between these wild niea of the Northeast 
and the inhabitants of the populous parts 
of India. The insurrection has most likely 
been put down by this time and the ring- 
le.idera punished. 

The excitement in Benares, which is the 
Holy ("ity of the Hindoos, wus caused by 
pulling down a temple in order to make 
room for a reservoir. It is not likely that 
the Government permitted this to be done 
unadvisedly. The Iiidiiin authorities are 
very careful not to ollciid the religious pre- 
judices of the people. There are many who 
s:iy that they havo gone altogether too far 
in this direction, and that they have toler- 
ated practices that ought nob to bo allowed 
by Christiau men, in a. civilized country. 

TIoHcvci' that may bo, it is safe to con- 
clude that the Oovermnent of India will not 
do anything that is c:ili;iihited to do violence 
to the religious feelings of the people. As 
we see nothing in our exchanges, of late, re- 
specting tho alleged excitement in' Benares, 
we conclude that the reports that 
have reached the west "are exog- 
gerations and that the nowimongers hiive 
done, what they are too much ineiined 
to do, made a mountaiuout of a mole-hill. 



A NEW SYSTEM. 



It would appear that the iluys of expen- 
sive fjrtilioations are over. Walls cmniit 
be biiilt strong eno,;agh to resist modern ar- 
tillery, and tho havoc which shells make 
ainong men who fight behind earthworks 
renders the old methods of def. uce almost 
obsolete. But a new system of fortilieation, 
called after its inventor, the ^Moncriod" sys- 
tem, bids fair to supersede all others. The 
guns of a fort, under this system, are suiil; 
below the surface. There is nothing, cither 
guns or men, above ground toliit. The gun 
i.s l(Kuleil underground, ruisedby machinery 
to the surface and fired. The lecoil of the 
gun is utilizeil to set tho machinery by 
which it is lowered in motiou. Tho gun is 
not above the surface for more than a uio- 
ment. The power used in raising and 
lowering the gun is " hydro-pneumatic. " 

One of the advantages of working tlic 
guns without fortilicition.s above ground is 
that they can be pointed in any direction 
that may bo required. 'I'liero is nothing to 
liimler the gnu from firing all round thelior- 
izni. There aro no works in the way, ttnd 
the enemy can be hit whatever his position 
may be, provided ho is within range. The 
advantage of freedom such us l his can bo 
readily seen. 

In an article on the Moiicriell' I).;fence in 
the Fortnightly Review for April, is the fol- 
lowing pi'ssagc oil the advantage of the in- 
visildo gun : 

".Since il? needs no later.il pri)(ci;tioii,us in 
casfc.s where it is always in eviilenco, there 
is nothing to interfere with its training 
therefore one gun ein cover as n ncli grountl 
and do aa much work as two ivc threo 
mounted on tlie old system, e.ml peering 
through narrow embrasures. I5ut this be- 
ing admitted, it follows further that the 
massing of guna in batteries must lie to a 
groat extent abandoued. They are no; 
needed, ami they would limit one ttnothor'a 
lateral range, lu tliia way We proceed from 
invisibility superseding armor, who. her 
of earth, wood, or iron, to dispersion of 
guna superseding tlio old conatriictiori 
in costly structures olFering a conspicuous 
mark for the enemy's fire. In oth«r words, 
tho logical development of . the . central idea 
of the Monoriuff eounter.welght carriage 
makes'' a i';bleau sweep of tlie old system of 
fortiflcationa taught hitherto in military 
schools and practised liy the Royal I'/igi- 
neers. " 

The inventor has Inid hard work to bring 
his .system into notioo and to have it adopt- 
.;d. Tho military authorities at first treated 
it with contempt. 'J'lio syBtem would make 
a completo revolution iu the art of 
fortilicatinn and it was therofuro 
scouted by old and i)X[ierien.;ed 
engiuoers. But the iiauessitiea of the tune 
and tho porsistenoo of the inventor forced 
the new systom on tho attention of milit try 
men. Guns became heavier und . heavier, 



and tho misailes fired from them wore all 
the timo getting more and more deadly, so 
something must be done to make fortifica- 
tions tenable and defence posjible. Jtlon- 
srieir's system of invisible forts,' if It proved 
elfective, wus just what was ; wanted. By 
tho hidden cannon the Vstrongosb ships 
allotit could bo soon iamashed to' pieces, 
while their shot and shell \yould ily ov.n- 
them perfectly harmless. There would be 
nothing to lire at. There would be no 
mark to show whore tho defenders 'Of,'j. the 
fort wero situated, and tho guns'noo:l not; 
be planted in line bub plucedjusb iu the sfiots 
where tiiey could do tho most execution. 
It ia likely that a good deal moro will be 
heard of the MoncricIV system. After a 
struggle that has laated for a quarter of ii 
century the inventor has 'soenred .the attea- 
tioa ho wanted, and that he h'os been 
knighted shows that he is ais last looked 
upon with favor. '

Steamship Danube, Capt. Moyer, arrived, 

yesterday morning, from Northern ports. 
The steamer visited every settlement along 
the const, including (Jardeiier's Inlet and 
(iHieen (iharlotto Island. Tlie weather has 
been very stormy for the last few weeks, iu 
the North ; so much sp.- that, ejspeoially at 
Fort Simpson and Metlakahtla, boats were 
bodily lifted olT tho beach and carried in- 
land somo distance, and broken up. At 
Metlakahtla five bouses were totally de- 
stroyed by tho force of the wind. At 
Queen Charlotte Island, also, heavy winds 
were experienced, demoliRliing houses. Mr. 
Luiidberg's fishing bnildiiif^s, on tho West 
Coast, were totally destroyed, with several 
thousand dollars' worth of fish, salt, mate- 
rial, etc. To show the force of the wind and 
waves in the vicinity, it may be nicnlionod 
that tho wreck of the steamer Sardonyx 
lying iu comparatively a sheltered position 
lias entirely disappeared ; no trace of her 
iron sides that have withstood so many hard 
knocks now remahiing. 

Tho steamer Bosuowitz was lying at 
anchor in Edy Passage, waiting to cross 
over to Queen Charlotte Island when tho 
Danube went out, but whoa she retunied to 
the mainland the Boscowitzwas still at her 
anchorage, wailing for tho weather to 
moderate.

It is as plain as a twice-told tale and a 
good deal more interesting. 

When tho sale of pics runs belovp zero, 
hard, ';pin<ihiiig' poverty is ahf oad in the 
laud and T\'ant takes the best scat at the 
l)Oor man's table. .\s times ^row bettor 
more iiios arc sold and want .sneaks out 
into tho alloy. In some oountrics tho 
infallible tost of a poor man's prosper- 
ity comes witli his ability to eat l)uttcr 
with his bread. In tho United States 
pie is the sovereign test. The man who 
can't afford to cat pic with his hmch is 
poor indeed. 

Eachof tho bi^r pie factories of Chi- 
cago possesses a bar.mu'tvr. which re- 
cords the upward .lui! d. nvnward tend- 
encies of gi-ini poverty with a nicety 
that leaves tho professional gatherer 
of statistics away in the rear. Take 
the statement of the sales' of these 
factories and you have the best 
and most perfect register of tlio 
prosperity of Chicago tliut is available. 
, In the summer months, when the work- 
^ ing-man has plenty of employment, the 
figures run high. As the dull season 
approaches these same figures a:vow 
less and less, marking a perfect fjrad- 
ation until hardpan is roachod. when 
they begin to motnit once more. Com- 
pare the figures of ono year with un- 
another and you get the complete 
statistics of the subject. Tliis sugges- 
tion is thrown out frnituitously to the 
students of eeonomie naostions. 

Just now things are in a bad way for 
the poor man. IJusines-s i.s dull and the 
labor market is overcrowded. Tlie 
1)ake-shops and conlcctionory stores 
feel the pressnre more perhaps thMi 
any other class of hiisin^ss.' ,Not alone 
is it noticeable in decreased sales, -bnt 
also in the increasing nnmber of appli- 
cants for charity. 

Any evening between six and seven 
o'clock may be noticed a crowd o£ 
twenty or thirty poorly dressed women 
and children with their baskets in their 
liands standing at tlic back door of a 
down-town biikory. They are waiting 
for the evening distribution of broken 
victuals. Most of them are foreigners, 
v.'ith here and there a person who 
, looks as If she had Imown hetter days. 
^Not aU of them are ^ recipients of 
charity. Some bring money with them 
and insist on x^aying for what they get. 
These make up the self-respecting ele- 
ment who are making a hard struggle 
to rise out of the slough of poverty. 

A little -group, of -; swarthy Italians 
stands a short distance from the others. 
They arc waiting to buy stale bread. 
Thej' are loarticular in what the^' eat, it 
is said. Not every kind of stale bread 
will suit them. Rye bread they abhor 
and are partial to Vieima bread and the 
fancy kinds. 

Certain boarding-house keepers come 
here to bay cake of an ancient make, 
which they make fresh a.',''ain by a pe- 
culiar process Ivnown only to the initi- 
ated. The tramp occasionally mingles 
with the crowd, but his society is ta- 
booed and the dispenser of charity cold- 
Ij' warns him ofE the premises. 

At a Washington' street bakery char-, 
ity begins to distribute her favors about 
the time the business man has got 
through with his lunch. Throe gcniT- 
ations can occasionally be found here. 
There is* the wrinkled grandmother 
who first saw the light somewhere in 
Sicily. Her age is uncertain, but it is 
near seventy. Her duuglitor and her 
granddaugliter complete tlie trio. The 
proprietor estimates th;it nearly lifty 
Iiersons ;ire fed each day from the pro- 
visions received in this way. Stale 
■bread, is valso sold here at from one 
cenit to one and a half cent a loaf. The 
rule in this place is to help every one 
who looksdecent and who doesn't smell 
of whisky. 

On the West side at the big bakeries 
no aid is given to individuals. What 
there is to be given away is bestowed 
entirely '.on charitable institutions. 
One firm sends out in this way about 
fifteen barrels of biscuits a month, 
making about seven hundred and fifty 
pounds. 

A favorite method of many persons 
with limited incomes is to purchase 
broken biscuits and "cripi)los." Crip- 
ples arc biscuits twisted out of sliaiK' 
by the heat while in the oven. Nearly 
twenty barrels of "cripples" are sold 
every day. 

It is said to be not uncommon for 
wealthy people to drive up in oanriages 
'fl;nd purchase broken biscuits. Now 
and then they are curtly told that none 
can be had; bat they are persistent, 
and return again and again, so eager 
are they to save . on their table ex- 
nenses. ' . ' ' ' 

Collpi^tloii of .TowlHh Art. 
Baronnc Nathaniel de Rothschild 
lately purchased a remarkable collec- 
tion of ol)j(!ctH of Jewish artri'gathered 

together hy Strauss, and these she lias 
presented to the Musoiun of tlio Cliniy, 
whore they !U-e now exliil lited in a room 
specially arr;ui;xed for tlieir ri^eeption. 
A tablet has been jiut up recording the 
gif^. Some of the objects date from the 
twolftii century, but the mivjority arc 
of the sixteenth and Beventoentli centu- 
ries; tlicy include, for the most part, ar- 
ticles u;5cd in tho .synagogue — lecterns, 
candlesticks, incense bo.xcs and an ark 
ornamented with fifty-four panels in 
carved walnut wood of great beauty, 



.ENGLAND'S NAVY. 

In Sjilto of Its ICciiutatioii It Doos Not 
Watisfy I he KiiKlisU. 

"The truly x'^^riknis condition of our 
country during war, owing to the ex- 
ceedingly weak state of the navy as 
compared with that from 1793 to 1S51," 
is tho subject of a very remarkabl.' 
letter just written by Admiral Sir 
Tlioicas Symonds, of the royal navy, to 
tlio Marquis of Salisbury. Standing in 
Ih.e liirlit of a reeo;Tni/.ed authority, rc- 
iiKirks Vac New York Times, Sir Thom- 
as is listened to by the British mili- 
tary service with mingled wonder and 
appvehftusloni The service papers print 
the letter in full.^vith copious editorials. 

Sir Thomas states that Groat Britain 
has so I'l^w cruisers that even in ISn,') it 
would be impossible to supply the 
coaling .stations during war with li'raiicc 
alone. Tho iigliliug and mercantile 
navies would, be paralyzed, . and the 
punctual supply' of food would 'be im- 
possible. 

••In personnel our numbers are about 
:;().til)U partly trained men. The French 
have 10 1,000 inserits and •.!(), OUO marine 
artiileryinen and light infantry. Total, 
]:;(). 000 well-trained men. V\'a should 
lu'.ve at least marine artillerymen 
enough beyond what we have to gar- 
rison oxn^ dock-yard towns, which 
.'ihould be, like the French, under pre- 
fect-Admirals. As to vessels, we have 
none. Wo need twenty battle-ships and 
fifty cruisers of all classes ready for sea 
as a resei-ve — except being . manned— to 
i-olievc accidents, and even for coaling, 
passing the crews of those vessels rc- 
t\Trnin;!' to port to those re;'.dy for sea." 

In eonehision Admiral .Sjnionds says 
that he deems it his iinpei-ative duty to 
make manifest how recklessly his 
country is pursuing the road to ruin in 
the event of war, for he is certain that 
seventy-six armor-olads and eighty- 
eight cruisers, some of which are of t; 
questionable character, can not possibly 
fuHill the duties expected of her Maj- 
esty's navy. 

A Ttrriblo AVarnlne.

The circular does not meet witli 
approval in the Italian press, being con- 
sitlercd more likely to create _ than 
prevent disorders. Baron Hicotor 
says the precaution is not taken 
against the real laboring daaaes, l:ut 
against the anarchists and roeialista, who 
are .thvays active on these occasions, und 
that the police will not interfere with meet- 
ings of >vorking men unless the- utterances 
tend to disorder.

London, April '2i).— The probability of a 
dangeroHS agitation in BrusseU on May I is 
somewhat lessened by the action of the 

action of the central comniittee of the 
Chamber in adopting for recommendation a 
radical tension of the franchise. The 
qualification for the parliuinentary franchise 
is fixed at the age of 25, and the paynient 
of ton francs a year in direct taxation. 
This franchiB(! lias lieretofore been confined 
to tliose paying 12 francs a year in direct 
tax, while the provincial fiancliiiic required 
02 francs und the coniinunal 52 francs 
annually. 'SVhile the reformed fi'aiichise as 
proposed would not be the universal sullr- 
agc demanded by tlie working iDeii, it 
would amount to liouseiiokl suHrage, and 
take in all of the working classes who have 
settled habitations.
